ence

Speaking to the League of Nations 


Union, Lord Grey said 


"I am not a Bolshevist

cient govenment gave rise

second condition In Russia until Rus 
sia has had at any rate, a few months 


of peace, but do not xmderstand that 
I v.ish to criticize what is going on 
between this government and Russia 


"What I want to point out is this 


The allies are now dealing with the 
de facto Bolshevist goveinment\ of. 
Russia,' which a few months ago thev 
announced it was their object to de- 
stroy 
That could have been avoided

In a country like Rus- 


sia after a revolution takes place you 
should at once declare a policy of

Another Booze Fallacy Vpset

OWHERE was the continuation of the liquor traffic on the 


plea that the revenues derived from it were needed by state 


and nation more vigorously and effectively urged than in the 
states of New York and Massachusetts. So plausible were the 
arguments of the wet interests that thousands of voters, other- 
wise unfriendly to the traffic, were held in line by the revenue 
plea. 
,, 
The dry argument that the loss of liquor revenue would 


more than be made up from othor sources has been vindicated. 
In a recent issue oi The New York Tribune it was stated that 
the revenue for the Empire state exceeded expenditures for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1920, according to the report of the 
comptroller of currency, by $21,567,391 00. This sum added to 
a surplus from the preceding year gives the state the substan- 
tial surplus at thu> time of only a little less than $32,000,000. 


The enemies of prohibition will say that the increased re- 


ceipts in New York state are not due to prohibition. In any 
event the big surplus is there and if it did not come because ot 
prohibition, it has come in spite of it and is a stubborn, incon- 
testable fact against which all the superficial reasoning and 
grotesque Iheories of the wets in the pre-prohibition days are 
knocked into a cocked hat. 


New York state, like every other state, has more taxpay- 


ers and more money in the pockets of the people with which 
to pay taxes under the dry regime than it ever had when the 
state 'was wet. The drys long ago showed the fallacy of the 
claim that the saloon was a revenue producer. Its patrons, and 
not the saloon paid the taxes. And these same patrons today, 
minus booze and all its evil concomitants, are far better pro- 
ducers and pay far more taxes than they ever did in the old 
days. It is a well established fact already that the payment 
of taxes is better diffused over the body politic now than ever 
before 
There are more actual, direct taxpayers now than 


formerly and this has lightened a burden for tho&e who, other- 
wise, would have footed the bill alone. 


In Massachusetts Ihe wet dope has been upset in much the 


same fashion. The voters there, too, have learned that a traffic 
which brings poverty to the individual can never bring wealth 
to the state. 
A close and intelligent observer of the course of 


prohibition in the old Bay state says that in about one more year 
the revenue argument of the liquor people will there have been 
forever laid at rest. 
He says he ventures this assertion on the 


showing of the returns of the Boston office of the internal 
revenue department. 


These returns indicate that an increase in federal revenue 


receipts for Massachusetts from candy, soft drinks, theater ad- 
missions, and transportation amounted to more than the loss in 
liquor revenue to the state. The remarkable feature of these 
increased revenues is that they come from commodities that 
have flourished as a result of closing Ihe saloons. That is to say, 
candy sales have greatly increased since the close of saloons 
People are spending more in transportation; thev are spending 
more on amusements Hence the great increase in state revenue 
from these sources 


The revenue report presents a fair case in that it covers a 


period from June 30, 1919, to June 30, 1920, which period cov- 
ers the firrit dry year in America under war-time Prohibition. 


It will be hard to make anyone behove that a state is going 


bankrupt as result of liquor revenue loss in the light of excise 
tax returns in I he Boston district for the past year which was 
dry, the total of which amounts to $10,665,541 20, as compared 
with $2,380,288.14 for the previous year which was wet, an in- 
crease of $8,285,253.06. Furthermore, this increased revenue 
comes from commodities whose sale and use does not make 
criminals, paupers and insane—dependents to be cared for at 
the expense of the tax payer. Vciily the liquor traffic is being 
proved to have bf-en a source of almost inestimable expense to 
thejMvyernrnent.
